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CLASS | a Success in First Year 


The Student Affairs office 
introduced a new retention 
initiative for Arts & Science 
students. In cooperation with the 
Centre for Continuing Education, a 
new course - the Concordia 
Learning and Study Skills Initiative 
(CLASS I) - was offered this past 
summer. 


The idea for the course came out 
of the working group on student 
retention that Dr. Jim Jans, Vice- 
Dean Student Affairs chaired last 
year. While they proposed that the 
course should be offered to 
incoming "at risk" students, it was 
felt that requiring such students to 
take the course was an issue that 
should be discussed and approved 
by Senate. Each year, however, 
Arts & Science has a sizable 
population of students (about 
1000) who become first-level 
failure students. These students 


are normally required to "sit out" a 
year before being re-admitted to 
the University. 


Student Affairs informed all first 
level failure students that if they 
passed CLASS I over the summer 
then they would re-admit them in 
September. They also wrote to all 
Conditional Standing students, as 
well as incoming students with low 
CEGEP grades, informing them of 
the course. As a result, a total of 
514 students registered for the 
course. Of these, 410 were first 
level failure Arts & Science 
students. The remainder 
comprised handfuls of Conditional 
Standing students, incoming 
students, Independent students, 
and students from Commerce and 
Engineering. 


Thus far, it appears that the 
program was quite successful. 


Letters of re-admission were sent 
to 368 Arts & Science students. 
Student Affairs will be monitoring 
the students’ progress throughout 
the next few years and will be 
providing periodic updates. 


Presently they will be reporting 
on the number of credits that the 
students registered for this year. 


As well, they and the Centre for 
Continuing Education have 
received many queries as to 
whether CLASS I would be 
offered again this fall. They 
decided to do so, and have since 
written to all first level failure 
students who did not take the 
course this summer.
